Hi, I'm just sharing some observations from last night's troubleshooting 
debacle. 


Last night I was troubleshooting my high end Conar 500 receiver :‘%) and 
darned if I didn't pull the soldering iron off the bench and onto my leg. 

Of course I had to be wearing summer shorts. Man did I move especially fast 
once I realized the iron was on me. Now I have this huge red welt where 
the iron landed and lingered for a few milliseconds. 


A couple weeks ago I soldered in a length of RG-174 to the first IF 
transformer and put an RCA connector on the other end. I was planning to 
hook up a Heath Q-Multiplier to see if that would help the bandpass. It 
did. The receiver worked and sounded surprisingly well and the Q-multiplier 
souped up the performance quite a bit, too the point where the receiver will 
be useable on 40 meters. So I played with this for a week or so. I turned 
it on one night and nothing happened except for a slight burning smell. 

Upon close review last night prior to soldering my leg, I found the B+ at 
the output of the simple RC high voltage filter to be close to 0 volts, with 
most of the power being dropped across that resistor. So that accounted for 
the burning smell. Boy is it tough to track down shorts. To make a long 
story short, I finally tracked down the short to the RCA phono plug on the 
end of that RG-174. Not the cable, nor the connection to the chassis, but 
somewhere under the cable shield to phono shield solder connection. Funny 
it worked for a while before shorting out.

My wife and I were heading out to dinner last evening and decided to 
take my car. After a few seconds she made the comment that my car 
smells like an old radio. I'm still deciding weather to take this 

as a complement. You know all those old radios packed in the car from 
the Elgin AR meet and the Muchow auction that weekend coupled with the 
high humidity and the water in the evaporator coil of the car must have 
all contributed to the BA aroma now present. 


Anyway, there were fewer than normal communications receivers at the 
Elgin meet this year. The nicest one I saw was Halli S22R with a nearly 
new looking front panel. This one was painted gray inside (original) 

as it was for marine use. I was tempted, but the 1600 Mhz IF made it 
unusable in my neighborhood due to a 1590 AM station about a mile away. 
I came home with a few nice pieces though including a Magnavox chaiside 
w/ AM-SW, tuning eye, sharp/wide bandwidth, PP 6V6's and a 12" speaker. 
The copper face plate will look really nice once cleaned up. 


The Muchow auction was a very eye opening experience. The prices people 
were paying for Dr. Muchow's collection we're though the stratosphere. 
Speaking of which, a complete Zen. Strat. chassis pitted, with repaired 
speakers went for $8,000 for example. An AK stand up 3D advertisement 
from the 20's went for $2,800. A very nice and quite rare Scott console 
went for $24,000! Other Scotts were less. The Admiral Byrd display 
including his radio set went for something like $35,000. There were 
many Deforest radio sets and tubes. Some tubes went for over $1,000. 
Other items included an original Tucker car radio and display. The

An Echophone went for around $110. A National Super Regen was $200+. 
The SX25 that I wanted never came up for action while I was there. This 
was in beautiful shape. There was a fine SX62, a Scott SLRM and a RME 
preselector that were still there at 5:00 on Sunday when I left. I did 
wind up with a beautiful Airline projection console with chrome chassis. 
My wife loves this set so I won it at $250.00. A relative bargain. 

It works fine, but has some bad areas on the dial projection drum. 
Finding a replacement will be difficult. 


There were people there from 13 countries and 35 states. Some loaded up 
their trucks and trailers. My car was quite light on the way home. If 

any of you are interested, pick up a copy of the Antique Radio Classified, 

I believe in October. All prices will be posted. In the world of collector 
radios there has never been anything like this before. But, then there 

has never been a collection like this before. 


So, think about this. When Dr. Muchow started his collection, allot of 
what he collected 20 years ago was quite worthless then. Talking to 
people who have been at this for some tine, AK breadboards could be had 
for $5 - $10 then. Now they are $1,000 - $2,000. Also, if there were 
not people like us who collect this stuff, much of it would have just 
been thrown away. This hobby gets more interesting with time.

Rob, 


80 and 40 are by far the most active bands for the CX, and the 3545 and 
7045 +/- frequencies are the most used ones on those bands. Out here in 
New Mexico I can't hear much activity on the lower bands for the first 
hour or two of the contest, so I start on 14045. There are usually a 
few guys up there and I qualify three or four pairs of transmitters and 
receivers on twenty. Then I go down to 40 and work another four to six 
pairs. By the time the foreign broadcast stations are starting to make 
a mess of 40 I quit for dinner, then I go down to 80 for the remainder 
of the evening and the rest of my 12 pairs. 


So, I'd suggest you put up an antenna for 20 if you already have one 
that works for 80 and 40.
